Title 25 Section 2436-A Revised Statutes 1964 as pro- 
vided in Chapter 365 Public Laws 1965. 


Section 2436-A. Burning of debris 


For the purposes of this section ‘debris’ shall be defined as 
any manufactured product, household rubbish, hay or other 
vegetative accumulations or materials not included 
in Title 12, section 1551. No person, firm or cooporation 
shall burn debris out of doors other than when the ground 
is covered with snow, except between the hours of 5 pm 
and 12 midnight. This section shall not apply to burning 
in incinerators approved by a municipal fire chief, town 
forest fire warden or forest ranger; burning at municipally 
maintained dumps, burning in municipalities wherein or- 
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dinances control the time and manner of such burning; 
nor to special burning jobs where a written permit is 
provided by the municipal fire chief, town forest fire war- 
den or forest ranger. Whoever violates this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $10 nor more than 
$50.

As director of Civil Defense-Public Safety for the 
town of South Berwick, Maine, I hereby submit my an- 
nual report. 


Our accomplishments for 1964-1965: 


1. Improvement of the nationwide ‘‘fan-out” warning sys- 
tem in South Berwick with a full time bid Civil Defense 
dispatcher, Mrs. Ethel Bradford. The nationwide warn- 
ing is less than fifteen minutes. 


2. The Civil Defense Communication System under the 
able leadership of Mr. Robert Durnin is doing very 
well even though there is a great lack of two meter and 
six meter equipment. Thanks to Mr. Durnin’s Radio 
Shack on Brattle Street, we have the use of his antennas 
and other associated equipment. 


3. A light duty rescue and first aid school was held at the 
fire station with paid Civil Defense instructors. 


It is hoped that in 1966 a Civil Defense Police Reserve 
Unit will be formed by the South Berwick Police Associa- 
tion. Most of the association are trained policemen or 
former police officers. 


We would like to obtain a new or used two meter and 
six meter radio for direct communications with the county 
headquarters in Alfred and or State headquarters in Au- 
gusta, Maine. 


More volunteers for Civil Defense work are needed 
for the coming year.

Aid 
to Dependent Children is a State-Town cooperative pro- 
gram with the town paying 18% of the annual costs in 
providing for the basic needs of children which, by some 
misfortune, fall under the State specified requirements for 
this program.

Pursuant to a vote passed at the May 27, 1964 meet- 
ing of the Board of Selectmen of the Town of South Ber- 
wick, Maine a committee was appointed to study the prob- 
lem of Sewerage and Sewage Disposal for the town. The 
Study Committee comprised:

On June 10, 1964 the committee Satan under the 
chairmanship of H. L. Goodwin. Subsequently, in many 
meetings and “field’’ sessions, the group reviewed the ex- 
cellent engineering report prepared for the Town by the 
consulting engineers, Camp, Dresser and McKee of Boston, 
Massachusetts. Finally, on September 29, 1964 the Study 
Committee reported to the Board of Selectmen essentially 
as follows: 

A. That the Camp, Dresser & ‘McKee survey be ac- 

cepted as the basic operating document but, 


’ B.- That certain revisions be made in it with a view 
to reducing construction costs. 

C. That construction of the sewer sine and the dis- 
posal plant begin as soon as possible so as to be 
operable by January 1, 1966. 

D. That every effort be made to hold the sewerage 
service rate at not more than $60.00 annually. 
(The original engineering estimate had been 

$100.00 annually.) ©

A bond issue, par value $325,000, interest at 3.49%, 
was underwritten by Francis I. Dupont Co. Construction 
began in the spring of 1965 and the District began operat- 
ing on January 1, 1966. 


Grant monies have been received under Pollution 
Control Acts, from both the Federal and State government. 
The amounts received are reflected in the Treasurer’s Re- 
port. In a construction project of this kind, surplus monies 
occur from time to time. The Treasurer has. been 
quick to invest any surplus in Treasury Bills and these 
have yielded an income of $3,519.14 to the District. 

The Construction Committee has been vigilant in day- 
to-day oversight of the actual building procedures. This 
constant supervision has resulted in many economies which 
are reflected in the sewerage service rate. 


The Rates Committee has studied the overall rate 
picture in many communities; has made good use of the 
economies achieved in the construction; has established 
a rate schedule that should be satisfactory to all concerned. 

The Board expresses its gratitude to the citizens of 
the Sewer District for their outstanding cooperation in all 
matters connected with their properties and for the ex- 
tremely reasonable charges they made necessary easements 
which helped make possible the low sewerage service rate. 
The Board is also grateful for the excellent professional 
service rendered by Camp, Dresser & McKee our Consult- 
ing Engineers and for the fine performance of our con- 
tractors C. D’Alfonso & Sons, Portland, Maine and Landers 
and Griffin, Portsmouth, New Hampshire. —

No person shall build or construct any driveway pro- 
viding access to any street within the limits of said project 
without first obtaining a permit from the Municipal Of- 
ficers and application for such permit shall be submitted 
in such form as the Municipal Officers may prescribe. 


(B) Owner Assumes Construction Costs 


All construction work on such driveways within any 
street line within the limits of said project shall be done 
by the property owner or occupant at his own expense in 
conformity with proper standards and workmanship as 
prescribed by the Municipal Officers. 


(C) Surface Required 


Surfacing, such as cement or asphalt shail be required 
for the paving within the street lines of all driveways con- 
structed to serve commercial establishments within the 
limits of said project. 


(D) Removal of Drainage Facilities 


Where driveways require the moving of catch basins 
or other drainage facilities, such change shall be made only 
upon approval of the Municipal Officers at the expense of 
the applicant. 


(E) Altering Existing Grades 


The grade of existing walks may be altered when such 
change will not adversely affect or damage adjoining walks 
and property, and then only at a grade set by the Municipal 
Officers. 


(F) Number of Driveways Per Property 


Not more than two driveways for the same property 
on the same street will be allowed per 100 feet of frontage. 
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(G) Safety Islands 

Where two driveways are provided for the same pro- 
perty on the same street, a safety island of not less than 
ten feet at the outer edge of the walk shall be provided. 


(H) Limitation of Driveway Extension 
No driveways apron shall extend into the street fur- 
ther than the base of the curb or beyond the gutter line. 


(I) Driveway Widths 


The width of any driveway shall not exceed 36 feet 
at the curb, not be less than 20 feet in width. 


(J) Driveway Restrictions Near Intersections 

No driveway shall be built within 20 feet of the inter- 
section of two street lines except upon recommendations 
by the Town Manager and approval of the Municipal Of- 
ficers. 


Sec. 2. Applicability 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall not apply during 
the time when said project is under construction or shall 
be under reconstruction. 


Sec. 3. Violations and Penalties 


Any person who builds or constructs a driveway pro- 
viding access to a street within said limits without first 
obtaining said permit, or who otherwise violates the prov- 
isions of this Ordinance or subsequent amendments or 
additions thereto, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars. Each day that any such drive- 
way shall remain in violation of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance shall constitute a separate offense. 


ARTICLE 46: To see if the Town will enact the fol- 
lowing Ordinance with respect to obstructions and en- 
croachments on the Right of Way limits of Federal Aid 
Project F-04-1(1) as defined in the Preamble of the agree- 
ment set out in Article 3 of this warrant. 


Sec. 1 (A) Obstructions and Encroachments 


No advertising signs, buildings, posters, billboards, 
roadside stands, gasoline pumps or bases, or any other 
private installations shall be permitted within the existing 
Right of Way limits or any new Right of Way limits as may 
be acquired for said project. 
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(B) Removal of Existing Obstructions and Encroach- 
ments 


All such advertising signs, buildings or portions of 
buildings, posters, billboards, roadside stands, gasoline 
pumps or bases, and other private installations now within 
the existing Right of Way limits, shall be removed under 
the direction of the Municipal Officers. 


Sec. 2 Violations and Penalties 


Any person who builds or installs any such obstruction 
or encroachments within the limits of said project; and 
any person who neglects to remove existing obstructions 
and encroachments within the time herein prescribed shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dol- 
lars. Each day that any such obstruction or encroachment 
shall remain in violation of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall constitute a separate offense.
